1 . This office action is responsive applicants amendment 4-3-2006 and the petition 
decision mailed on 07-1 1-2006. The applicants filed a renewed petition under 37 CFR 
1 .78(a)(3), on April 3, 2006, to accept an unintentionally delayed claim under 35 U.S.C 
§ 120 for the benefit of priority to the prior-filed nonprovisional applications. The petition 
is Granted (See petition decision mailed on July 1 1 , 2006 for further details). Since the 
petition is granted and the application met all other requirement under 35 (JSC § 120 
and 37 CFR 1 .78(a) (1) and (a)(2), this application is entitled to the benefit of the prior- 
filed application.
